British Colambia, since 1858, has 
produced @54,985,608 in gold, as 
nearly as can be ascertained, but as 
only an estimate can be made of 
the quantity carried away by priv- 
ate individuals, the actual amount 
islarger. | 

Gold is found in. many parts of 
Canada. Practically, however, its 
production is limited to the prov- 
inces of British Columbia and Nova 
Scotia. The British Empire pro- 
duced more gold than all the other 

tries of the world, the figures 
53.1 per cent. ard 44.9 per 
cent. 

The mining of asbestos in Canada 
has made great strides within the 
last few years. The Canadian as- 
bestos is really a form of serpen- 
tine, called chrysotile. It is found 
Eastern Quebec and shipped in large 
quantities to England, Germany, 
Helguim, Holland and the United 
States. 

In 1895 asbestos to the value of 
$368,175, consisting of 8,756 tons, 
was shipped out of the Dominion. 

Gypeum was one of the first 
mineral deposits to be worked in 
thiscountry. In 1791, the French 
mined large quantities of it to be 
used in theconstruction of Port 
Royal, New Brunswick. Nearly 80 
per cent. of the gypsum mined in 
this country comes from Nova 
Seotia, and goes to the States. 

The value of building stone 
quarried in this country last year 
is put at $1,200,000, which is sup- 
posed to be a four-fifths estimate. 

Canadian. law prohibits the work- 
ing of any boy under 12, any wo- 
man or girl, or any Chinaman 
underground in the coal mines. 

A Bureau of Mines was establish- 
ed in 1895, under the Minister of 
Mines, with a provincial mineralo- 
t, whose duty it is to collect in- 
ation relating to the mining in- 
dustry, and publish it. Besides the 
museum, there are tobe lecture 
rooms, an essay office, and labora- 
tory, where essays and tests may 
be made,according toa schedule 
of fees. \ 

Phosphate, or apatite, mined both 
by companies and by farmers, in 
Ontario, bas been exported in great 
quantities. Since 1891, however, 
Algerian and Tunisian phosphates 
have come tothe front, the result 
being that both the American and 
Canadian phosphates have been ad- 
versely affected, not because of 
any superiority of the North Afri- 
ean phosphate, in high constituent 
of phosphate, since Canadian apa- 
tite may be regarded asthe most 
eligible material for the manufac- 
ture of a concentrated superphos- 
phate, but because ofthe propin- 
quity to the great markets and con- 
sequent cheapness of freight. 

The world’s production of silver 
since the discovery of America by 
Columbus is estimated to be 3,829,- 
$28,054 fine ounces. 

The value of silver has steadily 
decreased of late years, as compar- 
ed with that of gold. From 1493 to 
1520 one ounce of gold was worth 
13.3 ounces ofsilver; in 1880 it 
was worth 18.05 ounces of silver, 
and in 1894 it brought $2.81 oz. 

It is estimated that about $16,- 
600,000 worth of silver is annually 
used in the arts and industries,

For inflamed eyes, take a piece of 
alum and with it stir the white of an 
egg until it becomes of a creamy con- 
sistency, then spread between a fold 
of chin linen, and 2 u 
kerchief after which bind 
eyes.

OLD FRIENDS MER. 


His name waa “Colly;’ 

When I was a young 
man I went several times to India as 
supercargo, and once, in the year 1832, 


as I was about to sail from Boston to | 


Caleutt® on my third voyage, at the 
age of 22, @ man came to me who wish- 
ed to import an elephant and asked 
mé to take an order from him to buy 
a large elephant and bring it home to 
bim. 

We made an agreement and signed 
a written contract, which stated that 
the elephant’s height should be meas- 
ured. at his shoulder, a certain price to 
be paid for ten feet in height, with 
$100 added for every inch beyond 10 
feet, and $100 less for every inch less.

He received me most hospitably, and 
took me out to a grove where he kept 
about twelve elephants of different 
sizes and ages, each chained by one 
hind leg to a tree, He invited me to 
make my own choice among them; but 
as ( was quite ignorant of their valu- 
able points, and | had not the slightest 
idea how to judge of them, I told. him 
I would prefer to have him select one 
for me. This, however, he refused Lo 
do, saying that he would not take the 
risk; and so | finally pointed to a fine, 
large fellow, who seemed not too old 
(he was about 30 years old), and said:

“Oh,” said the owner, “how came you 
to choose him’ I would rather give up 
apy of the others, for he is my finest 
and bravest tiger hunter, and | really 
don’t want to spare him.”

le stayed there very comfortably 
through the long voyage, petted by all 
vn board.

His usual food was either rice or 
gram (a kind of dried peas) and we 
had a large quantity on board for his 
use.

CREAMERY RULES. 
The following rules for ‘patrons of a 
creamery, contain suggestions for all 


yren : 

Rule 1. Have good healthy cows, 
good warm stables for them in winter 
and plenty of pure ‘water for them to 
drink. Salt themy two or three times 
a week, or better yet, keep salt where 
they can get it at any time. Milk 
from fresh cows must not be sent to 
the creamery until the calf is five days 
old. Also that from cows that give 
bloody milk must not be sent to the 
factory. 

Rule 2. Milk must be drawn from 
the cows in the most cleanly manner 
and strained through atrainers with 
wire-cloth bottoms. 

Rule 3. Tin is the only utensil to 
milk into. 

Rule 4. The milk must be thorough- 
ly cooled as soon as it is drawn from 
the cow, by placing the cans in a tub 
or tank ol cold water deep enough to 
come up to the hight of the milk in the 
cans and containing at least two or 
three times as much water as the milk 
to be cooled, the milk to be stirred until 
the animal heat is expelled. Never 
stir the milk with a wooden stick or 
paddle. The night milk should be 
cooled to a temperature of 50 deg. or 
below, the morthns milk to 60 deg. or 
below. The water will have to 
accomplish this cooling. 

Rule 5. The milk must not be kept 
near any foul yard or stable, or any 
place where injurious odor comes, as it 
readily absorbs all oders. Great care

PEAT CHARCOAL,

& Grand Chance for Canadian Grower 
Has Presented tteelf—WVarietios Suitable 
fer Expert. 

An enquiry haa been received by the 
Dominion Agricultural and Dairy Com- 
missioner at Ottawa, from Messrs. El- 
der, Dempster & Co., on whose line of 
steamships cold storage saccommoda- 
tion is being provided thie year, for 
the nafnes of growers or merchants 
who might be disposed to send ahip- 
ments of tomatoes to the British. mar- 
ket. Messrs. Elder, Dempster & Co. 
carry large quantities of tomatoes from 
the Mediterranean, have exceptional 
facilities for the sale of the fruit in 
Great Britain, and are disposed to make 
an effort to introduce and expand the 
trade in Canadian tomatoes. The Can- 
adian fruit ia known to be mach super 
lor in flavor and solidity to what ie im- 
ported from the Mediterranean.

SUITABLE FOR EXPORT. 


Those varieties which are of medium 
size, smooth and regular in form 
solid, with small seed cavities, and of 
& ped red color, are the best kinds 
to tivate and select for this purpose. 
Gereral Grant, Canada Victor and At- 
lantic Prize belong to the earliest ripen- 
ing varieties, which fetch high prices 
in the home market and are not suita- 
ble for export. Among the most re- 
liable, smooth, medium, early tomatoes, 
suitable for export, “are: Livingston's 
Beauty, Favorite, Karly Ruby (some~ 
times lrregular) and notum. It is 
= that the pink and tone (like 

ikado) tomatoes, might take well up- 
on the British market, and it would 
be worth while to send a few cases of 
them on trial. 

PICKING AND PACKING. 

Only sound, smooth tomatoes should 
be selected, when they are fully de- 
veloped and beginning to color. They 
should be so carefully picked as to be 
entirely free from bruises. Small- 
sized only should be used. 

‘ not carry long dis- 
tances, if packed several rows deep in 
large cases or baskets. Indeed, all 
fruit will carry better to distant’ mar- 
kets if packed cases, instead of 
baskets. Cases also occupy propor- 
tionately less space the storage 
compartment of the veesel. It is sure 
to say that tomatoes shoukl not be 
tT a in cages exceeding five and tm 

alf inches in depth, outside measure- 
ment. A convenient size for handling 
and shipping this fruit would be cases 
measuring outside 22 inches long, 10 
inches wide, 51-2 inches deep; and 
provided with a partition cross wise 
im the middle. The boxes should be 
made of light planed lumber and so 
constructed as to allow of ventilation, 
The thickness of the lumber might be 
five-eights of an inch for the ends and 
martitions, and threseights of an inch 
fos the sides, top and bottom. Ventila- 
tion could be provided for by using 
side pieces slightly” narrower than 
call for by the depth of the boxs 
The top and bottom pieces should come 
flush to the corners. This would 
leave a ventilating slit along the side 
Without weakenig the package. Such 
& case would hold about -four dozen 
medium sized tomatoes. ; 

Each tomato should be wrapped in 
tissue paper, or in a light cheap grade 
of printer’s paper. they should be 
carefully packed, stem-end down, in 
such & manner as to leave them firm- 
ly_in place when the case is filled. 

Each case should bear the shipper's 
hame, With the quantity or number of 
tomatoes it contains. The brand ‘‘Can- 
ada,’ or “Canadian,” should also be

A mirage on the 
ake is not infrequent in midsummer, 
but is rarely seen at this season of the 
year, When first it was seen on Thurs- 
day evening, it is said by some who 
were on the old pier that the reflection 
of the sunlight upon what appeared to 
be church spires could be ape seen. 
One large building, evidently a church, 
had the spires hanging down almost 
to the water. 

The mirage is most frequently seen 
in kot climates, more eapecially on the 
sandy plains of Egypt. It is a pheno- 
menon of reflection which results 
from the unequal density of the differ- 
ent layers of the air when they are 
expanted by contact with heated soil 
or water. The hot sun has warmed 
the water, and no doubt Thursday af- 
ternoon the cool currents of air th&t 
came into contact with it were ex- 
panded. :

THE ENGLISH AND FRENCH 
earry the carbine tn a boot on the off 
side, hanging vertically, but the Bel- 
gians and Austrians carry it slung over 
the back. ‘The Germans carry it like 
the English when mounted, but the 
carbine has a sling for carrying it on 
the back if dismounted. ‘i Toceien 
services privates do not usually carry 
revolvers. At Woolwich, cadets in 
practise at moving targeta use the re- 
volver with either hand. The Ger- 
enans carry the gabre attached to the 
saddle behind the left thigh, and some 
squadrons have seabbards of wood cov- 
ered with binck rubber instead of steel, 
as being less conspicuous and noiseless. 
The Deiginns carry the sabre with a 
V-shaped strap, with & frog on the rear 
fide of the saddle. 

In foreign services: both a curb bit 
and bridoon are used, and the horses 
are well trained. Their curbed bit 
is usually very heavy, notably the 
German, in the math place. but the 
Austrians have a light bit. As to, 
horseshoes, the English and Belgians, 
instead of throwing. away the half- 
worn shores, make them over, and con- 
sider them more durable than new ones. 
The saddle generally used is the Eng- 
lish riding saddle or some modification 
of it, with often a sort of pad about the 
eige of the side flaps in front of the 
knee. A peer of pouches at the pommel! 
seems to be preferred to saddlebags. 

The Austrians ve recently adopted 
@ light, strong water-proof Linen shel- 
ter tent, rifles and fixed bayonets con- 
stituting the tent poles. The pieces 
can in an emergency be used as a 
storm coat. ‘The so-called § Tortoise 
tents, made in London, accommodate 
many men for the weight of canvas, 
amd the Kamischatka tent is also worth 
noting. Inflated sacks or balloons are 
used for helping to cross streams in 
Hungary. lron’ bedsteads without 
springs and bed sacks stuffed with 
straw seem to be the rule in Europe. 
Berlin bread 
and coffee are served at each meal, 
with meat and peas for dinner and meat 
on ‘Tuesdays and Thursdays at supper 
and anything more the soldier bought 
out of his pay. 

For infantry equipment the cowhide 
knapsack with hair on the outside seems 
universal in Europe, and there is con- 
gtant drill with the full pack.

eall the “surprise ;” that ia hot enough 
to contract the tissues of the meat and 
carbonize ita surface. Fat has attained 
this condition when it is «till (water of 
course, bubbles when it boila), and when 
# blue fume rises from the centre. The 
ordinary domestic test is a very good 
one. Throw a piece of bread into the 
fat. If it browns immediately, the fat 
is hot enough; if it remains pale, the 
fat needs to heat a little longer. And, 
it may be added, the smaller the article 
to be fried the hotter should be the fat. 
Supposing we could test the heat of 
at by a thermometer, we ahould let 
it attain # temperature of 365 degrees 
wr articles that need to be cooked 
through and of 400 degrees for such 
a can be cooked instantly. « We can 
rarely test the heat thus, but the fact 
shows that for aome things the fat 
must be hotter than it is for othera. 

Tt cannet be tow strongly insisted up 
om that for successful Crying the tem- 
perature of the fat is a matter of su- 
preme importance.

Hut of course there had to be some 
means of communication, even in the 
earliest ages. though these were con- 
fined for centuries emperors and 
kings and other great rulers. The Em- 
perers of Egypt, of Persia ,of Assyria, 
and of Romé held many lewer kings 
and satraps as their vassals. With 
these it waa necewmary to communicate 
with certainty and regularity, and | 
therefore couriers were employed [0 | 
carry despatches and reports to and 
from the more distant provinces. 

Of course no one man or one horse 
could traverse the whole route, so sta- 
tions were established along the roads 
at certain intervals, where a courier 
was always in readiness to relieve @ 
weary brother and carry on the des- 
patches with uniform «# , These 
stationa were called “posta,” from the 
Latin word positum, flaed or placed— 
whence comes the name of our tmeolern

In the thirteenth and fourteenth cen- 
turies, however, their nced began to be 
so atrongly felt that posts between dif- 
ferent parts of the same country were 
eatablished, and soon these were e€x- 
tended into other countries. These 
posts were carried first by foot-runners, 
then a little later by men on horse- 

ok. 
it was not long, though, before the 
= rivilege waa extended, and it was 
ound impowible for horseback riders 
to carry tbe increasing mail, so wheel- 
ed conveyances were provided, and the 
next step was for these conveyances 
to apace passengers as well as the 
mail. 

And thus from the post was evolved 
the mail coach, What this meant to 
our hitherto shut-in ancestors it 
hard for us of the present day to re- 
alize even faintly. But it ts safe to 
gay that the evolution of the public post 
and the mail coach did more than any 
other one thing to hasten the 


MARCH OF CIVILIZATION. 


In the reign of the Emperor Freder- 
ick Ul. Francis von Taxis, whose 
grandfather is said to have established 
a postal service across the Tyrol and 
Styria, entered the service of the house 
of Hapsburg, and became the founder 
of the modern postal system. Through 
Von Taxis the Emperor established reg- 
ular posta throughout his kingdom, be- 
tween the years 1440 and 1493, and at 
the beginning of the sixteenth century 
the Austrian post became‘the interna- 
tional post of the Hapsburg dynasty. 

In France th@® University of Par 
organized a postal service in the thir- 
teenth ceatury, which flourished until 
1719. In some parts of Europe there 
were brotherhoods and mercantile 
guilds, which established posts and post 
offices subject to the Government.

The New Marriage Act. 

On the first of August next the 
Marriage act passed at the last session 
of the local Legislature will come into 
force.

School Holidays. 

Owing to the change made in the 
school act ,egarding the holidays we 
have been requested to publish the 
clauses in the act relating thereto. 
They are as follows :— 

(1) The public school teaching year 
shall consist of two terms; in township 
the first shall begin on the third Mon- 
day of August,and end on the 22nd day 
of December, the second shall begin on 
the. 8rd day of January, and end on the 
80th day of June. (2) In cities, towns 
and incorporated yillages the first term 
shail begin on Ist September and end on 
the 22nd day of December ; the second 
term shall begin on the 3rd of January 
andend on the 30th day of June, (8) 
Every Saturday, every public holiday. 
the week following Easter Sunday, and 
every day proclaimed a holiday by the 
authorities of the municipality in which 
the school section is situated, shall be a 
holiday in public schools.

Shook Whitby Up. 


Whitby, Ont., July 13th.—The 
seyerest shock of earthquake known 
to have visited this part of the 
country in years occurred between 
five and ten minutes to one o'clock 
this morning. 

Hundreds of townspeople report 
haying been awakened. 

The sound was like that of dis- 
tant but very heavy thunder and 
lasted probably twenty seconds. 
After about one-third of the shock 
had , upto which time the 
roll of sound had been extremely 
even, there came a tremendous 
thump. From then on until lost to 
sensation the even rolling thunder- 
gus sound which had characterized 
its commencement, was resumed, 
and gradually declining, died 
away. 

Townspeople and those living in 
the country immediately to the 
north are pretty well agreed that 
the shock passed further to the 
north across the country, but in 
which direction it travelled could 
not certainly be determined. 

Houses were shaken, 
rattled, dishes moved, and in some 
instances it is stated that furniture 
tottered. 

The sky was slightly clouded at 
the time, but the stars shone bright- 
ly where not obscured by the 
clouds. 

The air was very still and the 
atmosphere hot and close. No 
thunder storm preceded the earth 
tremor nor followed until between 
8 and 9 o'clock this morning, 80 
that there was no mistaking the 
nature of the unusual disturbance.

| the spot where the persecuted officer 
| had taken a car. They boarded a car, 
rode on it to the barracks, alighted, 
boarded a returning car, and went back 
“to the palace. The Czar wrote out «4 
brief account of this little trip, and add- 
ed to it the inquiry: 

“Am | still worthy to wear the un- 
jiform of a Russian officer?” 
| He signed the document “Nicholas,” 
and sent it to the Colonel, of the perse- 
euted officer's regiment. Since then 
| there has been peace in the officers’ 
quarters of that fegiment, and the 
“man who rode op a horse car has been 
| treated with the deference belonging to 
j}one who pulls wires at court. 
| Perhaps Nicholas got his idea of an 
object iesson in this case from Emperor 
| Francis Joseph of Austria. The Em- 
peror heard several years ago that his 
| officers in Vienna were agitated over 
the question of the propriety of riding 
in omibuses. He remarked impatient- 
lly that this was a ee subject for 
large brains and should be settled bee 
fore anybody’s mind broke down under 
it. He then put on full uniform, took 
with him an adjutant in full uniform, 
and had an omnibus ride. The ride was 
reported in the newspapers, and the 
question of propriety was settled.

This included hauling fifteen 
miles by wagon to Northport. 
and shipment thence on the Spokane 
and Northern Road to the smelters. 

“The first emelter for the treatment 
of gold ore was opened at Trail Land- 
ing. on the Celumbia River, seven 
miles from Rossland, in April, and a 
tramway has just been completed from 
Rossland to it. The cost of treatment 
by ite means is reduced to $11 per ton, 
but it will smelt nothing but Le Rei 
@re for a long time. {ts capacity is 200 
tons per day, which, with the amount 
banked waiting for the opening of the 
amelter, will keep it going for a good 
many months, and if Le Roi produc- 
tion continucs incicasing possibly per- 
manently. I believe that there is 
room in the Trail Creek camp for a 
doxen amelters as big as the one at the 
Landing. The only other amelters | 
know of.in British Columbia are the 
amelters at Neleon and at Pilot Bay, 
They are for silver and lead ore, how- 
ever, and the one just put into opera- 
tion is the only one for gold. 

“The greater part of the ore has 
gone, and still goes, to the smelters 
across in the United States—~Rossiand 
is only about eight miles from the 
boundary line—at Tacoma and Helena, 
and as far as Sait Lake. The state- 
mente of production can only be veri- 
fied by the returns from these 
smelters, but the mest conservative es- 
mate of the gold production of the dis- 
trict thie year is $5,000,000. It has 
been put at $7,000,000, but that figure 
is, I think, not warranted by fact. 

NO FICTITIOUS GROWTH. 


Ore was first shipped in 1894, and 
aince that time development haa been 
wonderfully rapid. There are at pres- 
ent ten mines in which machinery is 
used to furnish power for the com- 
pressed air dikills and for hoisting the 
ore. That machinery has all been pur- 
chased in Montreal and Sherbrooke, 
the greater part from the Ingereoll 
Drill Co., and Rand Drill Co. The aver- 
age cost cannot have been far short of 
$50,000 per outfit. Le Roi mine has 
the largest engines and boilers ever 
used in a mine in Canada, power be- 
ing provided for 50 drills. This mine 
ia run night and day with three shifts 
of men, and there is ore enough to pay 
dividends of $100,000 per month when 
the new machinery and the tramway 
are in full operation. Ihe dividend now 
paid ty Spokane men chiefly is $25,000

expected to double. The War Eagle 
mine has paid dividends of $187,000 in 
the past nine months, but there is not 
so much machinery used in it, and ma- 
chinery is a pretty fair test of per- 
manence.

To Clean Windows. 

Choose a dull day, or at least a time 
when the sun is not shining on the 
window. When the sun shines on the 
window it causes it to be dry-streaked, 
no matterhow much itisrubbed. Take 
a painter's brush and dust them inside 
and out, wash all the woodwork inside 
before touching the glass. The latter 
rust be washed simply in warm water 
diluted with ammonia. Do not use 
soap. Take a small cloth with a 
pointed stick to get the dust out of the 
eorners, wipe dry with a piece of soft 
cloth. Do not use linen, as it makes 
the glass tinty when dry. Polish with 
tissue paper or old newspapers. This 
can be done in half the time taken 
when soap is used and the result will 
be brighter windows. 


Apple Tree Blight. 

A blight has struck the apple trees in 
many parts of Ontario this summer,and 
threatens to kill thetrees. It happened 
about three weeks ago, and was at first 
attributed to the frost or lightning, but 
there was really none of the first, and 
no destructiye lightning storms, and 
this idea was given up. The agricul- 
tural papers, published since, say the 
blight is a widespread disease, and 
should be treated as such. The wither- 
ed or dead branches should all be care- 
fully cut off and burned so that the 
danger from reproduction may be min- 
imized. All the branches of the trees 
do not suffer, but we notice that trees 
that have been sprayed for the moths 
and caterpillars suffer much less than 
the others. At the best, howeyer, a 
large share of the fruit must succumb 
this year to the disease.

A Pea Plague. 

A despatch from Picton last week 
says:—" Professor Panton, of the 
Guelph Ontario Agricultural College, 
and Professor Craig, of Ottawa, were 
here to-day to investigate the cause 
that produces a fungus which is effect- 
ing the pea vines in this vicinity. It 
was first discovered in the Township of 
Hillier, in this county, some four or 
five years ago, and each year since has 
increased in the area of the blicht, and 
this year it has been so fatal that very 
many acres of peas have been plowed 
up. Unless something can be done to 
eradicate the fungus or at least check 
its ravages, it will be a great loss to 
the farming community in this and ad- 
joining counties, Two large seed 
houses here haye put out setd enough 
this year to produce between three and 
four hundred thousand bushels of peas, 
which they contract to take at 90 cents 
to $2.50 per bushel, If this source of 
profitable farming is destroyed it means 
a serious loss to the farming com- 
munity.

CARE OF THE STOMACH. 


Never cat what is known to 4 
with the stomach. The belief that it an 
disagree with the digestion in some mys 
terious way often contributes to that re- 
sult. 


At'the Berlin People’s Kitchen meals 
are served at an expense of 6% cents 
each. The dinner consists of one and 
one-half gg of soup and 6% ounces of 
teat or 

Corn bread ix said to be perfectly di- 
gested at the end of three hours; but 
with some persons, the on of this 
kind is much more difficult than that of 
wheat. 

The amount eaten scems to have little 
effect upon the increase of flesh. Some 
people grow fat with a very small allow- 
ance of food while huge eaters frequently 
remain thin. 

The longest lived people have gener- 
ally heen those who made breakfast the 
principal meal of the day. The stomach 
has more vigor in the morning than at 
any other time. ‘ 

With the single exception of oysters, 
all foods are more nutritious cooked than 
uncooked, the heat effecting chemical 
changes in the food which render it more 
easily digested. 

A boy from 15 to 20 years of age needs 
only three-fourths the amount of food re- 
quired by a fall grown man. A girl from 
15 to 20 needs one-half the food of a 
working man. 

Recruits in the British army are often 
attacked by what is called ‘meat fever,’’ 
a complaint caused “by a change from 
meager and nutritious diet to the strong 
ration of the army. 

It is a marvelous provision of nature 
that digestion is an involuntary opera- 
tion. If» man had to think over his di- 
@estion whenever he ate a meal nobody 
would have time to do any work. 

Milk should not be taken after a hearty 
meal. At that time it encounters a large 
quantity of hydro-chloric acid and is al- 
incst instantly curdled into hard masses 
difficult of digestion. 

Much cold water should not be drunk 
— or after @ mea). It chilli the stom- 
ach abd prevents proper digestion. The 
process of digestion can only be carried 
oh at & temperature of about 08. 

No man can lay down a rule of gruid- 
ance for another man's stomach. Every 
stomach is a law unto iteelf. There are 
chronic dyspeptios who digest pork and 
beans better than any other food. 

Foods are divided by chemists and-phy- 
siologists into three classes: (1) Those 
which supply energy and replace ex- 
hausted tissue; (2) those prhich supply 
only energy; (8) those which only repair 


waeted tiseue. 


While digestion is going on there is a 
much greater flow of bldod to the stom- 
ach than usual. Some p Yeiologists cal- 
culate that ten times as much blodd ts 
required during digestion as at any other 
time, 

An unvitiated appetite ig the best guide 
in regard to what is safe to be saten. A 
wild animal never makes a mistake in 
ite diet; domesticated animals, in conse- 
— of artificial feeding, mat occAsion- 

ly do so.

At a 
Roman feast, emetics were provided for 
the guests when they could eat no more 
and after undergoing the effects of these.

The Kings and other members of 
royalty who have been foully murdered 
are many. M. Sadi Carnot’s death oo- 
curred two years ago, but it is still 
vivid in the world’s mind. The “sombre 


| abadow of death” hangs, indeed, over 
i the history of France. Since the incep- 


tion of the present century no less than 
four of its rulers have died in exile. 


Who will forget the melancholy ter- 


mination of the lives of the firat and 
third Napoleons King Charles & and 
King Louis Philippef What reader of 
history will forget the fate of their 
helm? King Louis Philippe’s son, the 
Duc d'Orieans, while riding gayly slong 
the Rue de la Revolte, in Paris, had 


his neck broken. The young King of 


Rome and the Comte de Chambord 
were both poisoned. The later was 
known to his friende as “King Henry 
Vv." The Dao de Berri, King Charles’ 
som, waa atabbed to death at the opera. 

Spain's history has been equally 
momentous. Old Queen Christina was 
deprived of her regency in a heartless 
manner and forced into exile. A score 
of years later her daughter, Queen Isa- 
bella, waa deposed, and followed her mo- 
ther into banishment.

He takes pay on 
the silver basis but sells on the gold 
basis. “But,” says the Silverite,

cents?” Certainly, but let us apply 
this to his purchases of say tea and 
coffee which come from outside. 
He wants a pound of coffee that he 
used to buy for 50 cents. It cost the 
dealer that price in gold to lay it 
down including pay for his trouble. 
Can he take 50 cents in silver for it ? 
Certainly not, a dollar in silver or 
50 cents in gold. He takes pay in 
silyer but ona gold basis.

An item in regard to the Assessment

Fraser Aylaworth, a 
member of the Council, appealed to the 
Court of Reyision for the personal 
property assessment of the business 
mon of the village, but the Court over- 
ruled his appeal on account of the by- 
law levying the *‘ business tax.” The 
matter was very warmly discussed at 
the time, and, it will also be remem-

Including 8,800 tons 
from open quarries, it amounted, to 
not les than 189,661,362 tons, which 
exceeds by 1,583,837 tons the output 
of 1894—the bighest previous record. 
Including ironstone and fireclay the 
total recorded eutput of minerals in 
1895 under the Coal Mines Act was 
201,738,351 toms, which is an increase 
of 2,287,000 tons on the output of the 
previous year. The total number of 
mines at work in 1895 was 3,512, as 
compared with 3,419 for the previous 
year, giving an increase of 93, while 
the total number of hands employed 
in the mines under the Coal Mines 
Act was 700,284, as against 705,240 for 
ihe previous year. these are large 
figures and include in a general way 
the vast magnitude of our mineral 
industries up to the present time, de- 
spite the prevailing outcry as to the 
invasion of our chief industries by the 
success of foreign competition. When

Some time ago, the question of en- 
deavouring to secure an agreement as 
to selling prices among the coal- 
owners was mooted in one or two of 
the leading districts, and in the coun- 
ty of Durham aSales Association was 
actually constituted, with the view o 
keeping output abreast of demand 
and maintaining a standard price, 
Since tiren the idea of further devel 
ing this syndicate acheme has made 
no progress. The Durham As#socia- 
tion continues to exist, at least in 
name, but the prejudice that the 
public entertains against organizations 
of this kind has tended to check their 
growth, and consequently we have had 
a free fighting trade among coal-own- 
ers, Which has been useful to the pub- 
lic, but in not a few cases calamitous 
to the competitors. There is no in- 
dustry that suffers to-day to a larg- 
er extent from  over-production and 
ruinous competitions.
